ACADEMIC AFFAIRS & PLANNING
Oklahoma Academic Standards for Social Studies - Approved

Tiffany Neill, Executive Director of Curriculum & Instruction, presented the
proposed Oklahoma Academic Standards for Social Studies of the required six-year subject
matter standards revision and in accordance with Oklahoma Text Book adoption cycle.

Ms. Niell reviewed and discussed the standards committees and team participants;
standards vision and emphasis on civics, sovereignty topics, social studies practices and
PK-12 enhancements and strengthened progressions; OSDE school support, current/future
public comment; and national observation/inquiries.

Julian Guerrero, Executive Director of Indian Education, reported representatives
from multiple tribal nations actively participated throughout all committees and focus
groups. Stakeholder engagement was successful with the inclusion of 14 of the 39
Oklahoma Sovereign Nations, increasing the understanding about tribal sovereignty, and
the commitment delivered through the standards. Mr. Guerrero reviewed continued growth
process and future collaborations; and new standards enhancements for 4™ and 8" grade.

ASSESSMENT, ACCOUNTABILITY and STUDENT INFORMATION
Oklahoma School Report Card - Approved

Superintendent Hofmeister introduced Maria Harris, Executive Director of
Accountability, and Dr. Maridyth McBee, Deputy Superintendent, Assessment,
Accountability and Student Information. Ms. Harris presented the proposed 2018
Oklahoma School Report Card indicators for academic achievement, school performance
and improvement.

The federal Every Student Succeeds Act (ESSA) requires report cards to include
measurements for academic achievement, English language proficiency, high school
graduation rates, and school quality/student success measures and to provide meaningful
differentiation of schools grouped into performance categories. Oklahoma law, 70 O.S.
81210.545 requires the performance categories be identified with letter grades A-F.

Ms. Harris reviewed and discussed the six report card indicators, group and student
measures; dashboards, programs, district/state comparisons; school accountability system
growth model; grade calculations; improvements/progression updates; OSDE school
support and resources, parent overview video and community engagement.
